Ile wrote slowly and read and reread 
each entry with great care as I held 
the torch for him.

"August the 22nd. d u m b a tree this 
morning after wild grapes. Come near 
falling, 
d in me a little crick in the 
back. 
W illie bes got a stun bruze.

mild. 
"August the 23d. Went in swimmin’. 
Retched a few fish before breakfus’. 
Got provisions an’ two case knives on’ 
one fork; also one tin pie plate. 
Used 
same to fry fish for dinner, 
14 mild. 
“August the 24th, 
Got some spirits 
for W illie to rub on my back. 
Boots 
wearing out. 
Terrible bot. 
Lay in 
tile shade in the heat of the day. Gyp­ 
sies come an’ camped by us tonight. 
IO mild.” 
I remember well the coming of those 
gypsies. 
We were fishing in sight of 
the road, and our fire was crackling on 
tile smooth cropped shore. 
The big 
wagons of tin* gypsies—there were four 
of them, as red and beautiful as those 
of a circus caravan—halted about sun­ 
down while the men came over a mo­ 
ment to scan the field. 
Presently they 
w ent back aud turned their av agons into 
the siding and began to unhitch. 
Then 
a lot of barefooted children and women 
nuder gay shawls overran the field, 
gathering wood and making ready for 
night. 
Meanwhile 
swarthy 
drivers 
took the horses to water and tethered 
them with long ropes so they could crop 
the grass of the roadside. 
One tall, bony man, with s i face al­ 
most as black as that of an Indian, 
brought a big iron pot aud set it up 
near the water. 
A big stew of beef 
bone. leeks and potatoes began to conk 
shortly, and I remember it had such a 
goodly smell I was minded to ask them I 
for a taste of it. A little city of strange 
people had surrounded us of a sudden. 
Uncle lib thought of going on, but Hie 
night was coming fast, and there would 
be no moon, aud we were footsore aud I 
hungry. 
Women and children came 
over to our fire after supper aud made J 
more of me than I liked. 
I remember taking refuge between J 
the knees of Uncle Kb, aud Fred sat 1 
close in front of us, growling fiercely 
when they carne too near. 
They stood 
about, looking down at us, and whis­ 
pered together, and one young miss of 
the tribe came tip and tried to kiss 
me in spite of Fred’s warnings, 
bad flashing black eyes and hair as 
dark as the night that fell in a curling 
mass upon her shoulders; but, some­ 
how, I had a mighty fear of her and 
fought with desperation to keep my 
face from the touch of her rod lips. 
Uncle Eh laughed and held Fred by the 
collar, aud I began to cry out in terror 
presently, when, to my great relief, she 
let go and ran away to her own people. 
They all Meat away to their wagons, 
save one young man, who was tall 
with light hair and a fair skin, and 
who looked like none of the other gyp­ 
sies. 
"Take care of yourself,” he whis­ 
pered as soon as the rest hail gone. 
“Those are bad people. You’d better be 
off.” 
The young man left us. and Uncle Eb 
began to pack up at once. They were 
going to bed in their wagons when we 
came away. I stood in the basket, and 
Fred drew the wagon that had in it 
only a few bundles. A mile or more 
farther on we came to a lonely, desert- 1 
cd cabin close to the road. It had be­ 
gun to thunder In the distance, and the 
M ind was blowing damn. 


Critical Situation of Russian 
Army Increases the 
Peace Party. 


SOME STARTLING NEWS 


St. Petersburg Alarm ed by Deports 
That Arm y May Be Compelled to 
E ntirely Abandon M anchuria. 


This W ould G ive Jnps a F ooting on 
Ku*-wian Soil and Settle the Fate 
o f Vladivostok. 


St. Petersburg, March 24.—The pos­ 
sibility 
that 
if 
the 
Russian 
array 
should be unable to hold tho lower line 
of the Sungari river at. Chunchiatsu it 
may be compelled to retreat not only 
to Harbin, but also further westward 
along the railroad, abandoning to the 
Japanese northern M anchuria and the 
Russian maritime Amur provinces as 
well, is the latest startling news from 
the front. 
The strategic weakness of General 
Linevitch’s position as he falls hack 
northwestward Is made clear by a 
Gunshu dispatch in which it is pointed 
out that unless Chunchiatsu and Tsun- 
gari lines, a scant hundred miles be­ 
low Harbin, can be held. It will be 
difficult to maintain a position farther 
back before Harbin, where with the 
front of the army paralleling the rail­ 
road, the practicability of a turning 
movement to com pletely sever com­ 
munications and isolate the army 6 .Goo 
miles from home* is too serious for 
Russian consideration. In view of this 
possibility the dispatch alluded to sug­ 
gests the advisability of immedia? *ly 
providing Vladivostok with war muni­ 
tions and supplies for a two years’ 
siege. 
The correspondent <**stima’es 
the number of reinforcem ents needed 
to give General Llnevitch the requisite 
superiority in force at 200.000. 
That 
such a dispatch should have been per­ 
mitted to pass the censor at the front 
Is significant; and lf General Line- 
vitch has communicated a similar esti­ 
mate of the situation direct to Em per­ 
or Nicholas, .< may account for his 
m ajesty’s Increased disixositlon to lis­ 
ten to peace counsels and open nego­ 
tiations before the Japanese establish 
them selves on 
Russian 
soil. 
With 
Manchuria entirely abandoned to tho 
Japanese m d Vladivostok left as Rus­ 
sia's solitary sentinel on the Pacific, 
it is really-d that Russia will be prac­ 
tically at Jap an ’s mercy in the m atter 
of peace t< recs. 
It can nov; be definitely stated that 
the dec; ion to appoint Grand Duke 
Nicholas MchoJaiviteh to the supreme 
command in the far East was recon­ 
sidered because the outlook at the 
front docs not w arrant the risk of com- 
j promising the prestige of a m em ber of 
1 ili<’ imperial family, 
j 
Military authorities here believe that 
! unless General Llnevitch is sure of his 
ability to bola the lower Sungari line, 
he will risk his whole arm y if he forti­ 
fies and concentrates there, as, if he 
should be defeated, his Une of retreat 
lies to the two sides of a triangle, the 
third side of which Is open to the en­ 
emy’s advance. 
At the general staff the view that 
General Llnevitch may be compelled 
to abandon Harbin and retire toward 
Lake Baikal, leaving Vladivostok to 
its fate, is regarded as alm ost unwar­ 
ranted by anything that is officially 
known there, it being pointed out that 
Slje Field Marshal Oyama will have a long 
and laborious task to bring up an army 
of 300.000 or 400.000 men. 
Meanwhile Russian reinforcements 
are arriving at Harbin at the rate of 
1,200 men per day. 
Nevertheless it 
is significant that there is now a well 
marked peace party at the war office.

Russian Bankers Offer Hope. 
St. Petersburg, March 24.—The suc­ 
cessful conclusion of the internal loan 
of $ 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 , 0 0 0 at the emission price 
of ninety-six comes as a gleam of sun­ 
shine in an otherwise clouded situa­ 
tion. 
Of this amount the government 
savings bank takes one fourth and 
private banks and an underwriting 
syndicate the remainder. The internal 
situation in Russia is a source of con­ 
tinued apprehension. 
In the south of
